A reduction of 10.08 cents 
in the total tax rate to be paid 
by Sierra Madre’s taxpayers 
was indicated this week as the 
Board of Supervisors adopted 
a county tax rate of $1.4627 
which will mean a saving of 
1.22 cents below last year.s 
rate of $1.4749. This is the 
third successive reduction of 
the county tax rate. Without 
a 13.2 tax cut by • the Sierra 
Madre Council the rate would 
have been greatly increased. 

Established rate, for this 
year will be $5.7744 as against 
$5.8752 for the fiscal year of 
1940-41. 

Only Increase in the tax 
budget is in the school tax rate 
which Ls up 3.34 cents over 
last year. This is occasioned 
by an up in the Pasadena 
Junior College rate which has 
been established at .5074 as 
against .4667 for last year, 
and a slight increase to meet 
Sierra Madre school bond pay¬ 
ments.

When the Angeles Crest High¬ 
way is completed (formal open¬ 
ing set for Sept. 12) it will of¬ 
fer a saving in distance from Los 
Angeles city hall to Big Pine 
Recreation Park of 27.2 miles 
over the shortest present route, 
acording to the State Highway 
Deparment. 

Mileage figures on this forest 
conservation and state recreation¬ 
al highway indicate an eventual 
distance of 66.87 miles from the 
city hall to Big Pines. This in¬ 
cludes an estimate of 14 miles 
from the approximate end of cur¬ 
rent construction at Islip Saddle 
to Big Pines, which is obtained 
from office location and field re- 
connaisance surveys.

An indeterminate sentence was 
imposed upon Mrs. Jensen by 
Judge Frank G. Swain last Au¬ 
gust when she pleaded guilty in 
Superior court to two counts of 
embezzling public funds and 
falsification of public records.
